ELMHURST  IMPROVES  EQUIPMENT  ANO  PERSONAL  POWERS 


•  Elmhurst  High  School  has  been  in  existence  eight  years.  During  that 
time  Elmhurst  has  been  rated  the  best  rural  high  school  in  Indiana.  She  has 
also  become  a  member  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Secondary  Schools, 
an  honor  achieved  by  very  few  small  schools. 

This  year  the  greatest  progress  in  our  school  equipment  has  been  the 
use  of  two  ultra-modern  school  busses  for  pupil  transportation.  This  new 
metropolitan  type  of  school  bus  has  seats  for  seventy-five  students  and  is 
equipped  with  a  double  hot  water  heating  system,  air  brakes,  shatterproof 
glass  and  air  conditioning. 

Extra-curricular  activities  have  also  received  more  attention  this  year. 
Impetus  to  this  type  of  work  has  been  given  by  Mr.  Haller,  our  principal, 
who  says:  "The  final  test  of  training  is  success  in  real  life  rather  than  mere 
excellence  in  school  room  tasks.  Pupils  should  be  strong  scholastically.  They 
should  also  have  attractive  and  forceful  personal  characteristics.  Many 
otherwise  capable  students  fail  to  give  proper  training  to  their  personal 
powers.  Extra-curricular  activities  provide  this  training.  I  should  like  to  see 
every  student  at  Elmhurst  identified  with  some  outside  activity.  It  is  here 
that  the  qualities  of  initiative,  leadership,  cooperation,  clean  sportsmanship, 
intelligent  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  game,  and  the  acceptance  of 
responsibility  are  developed."

•  "It's  a  spot  team,  if  there  ever  was  one,"  explains  their  new  coach,  Waveland  Snider, 
as  he  looks  over  the  Trojan's  record  of  nine  wins  and  thirteen  losses  made  during  his  first  year 
as  mentor  of  the  fighting  Red  and  Gray.  The  Snidermen  have  been  anything  but  consistent, 
losing  one  contest  and  winning  the  next.  Although  defeated  several  times  this  season,  they 
have  proved  themselves  to  be  the  "fightingest"  aggregation  to  carry  the  hopes  of  the  Trojan 
fans  for  many  years.

Fighting  Trojans 
were  outscored  by 
New  Haven's  Bull¬ 
dogs  21-30;  upset 
Huntertown's  Hunt¬ 
ers  31-27;  dropped 
a  hard  -  fought  bat¬ 
tle  to  the  Irish  of 
Central  Catholic, 
who  went  on  to  be¬ 
come  the  1939  State 
Catholic  Champs; 
outfought  Angola 
31-27;  and  nosed  the 
Pirates  from  La- 
’fayette  Central  in 
a  free-scoring  affair 
41-39.  After  play¬ 
ing  rather  poorly  in 
the  Blind  Tourney, 
losing  in  the  first 
round,  21-27,  to 
East  Union's  quin¬ 
tet,  the  Fighting 
Trojans  downed  a 
determined  Wood- 
burn  five  37-31.  On 
Friday,  January  13, 
Elmhurst's  Red  and 
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Gray  handed  their 
thirteenth  contest 
to  Decatur's  Catho¬ 
lic  Commodores,  but 
revived  in  time  to 
bottle  up  Areola's 
Aces,  33-20,  even¬ 
ing  the  records 
with  seven  victories 
and  seven  defeats. 

The  tourney  jinx 
again  influenced 
the  draw  of  the 
Allen  Count/ 

Basketball  Tourna¬ 
ment,  and  Elmhurst 
lost  a  disheartening 
skirmish,  23-32,  to 
New  Haven,  the 

1939  County 

Champs,  in  the 

opening  game  of 
the  tourney.  Evi¬ 

dently  the  boys  de¬ 
cided  to  become 
consistent,  for  they 
lost  their  next  four 
scheduled  engage¬ 
ments.  They  battled 
fiercely  with  Leo's 

Lions  in  the  latter's 
den  but  bowed  out 
weakly  in  the  last 
quarter  to  lose  33- 
41.  When  the 

vaunted  Bears  of 
Ossian  invaded  the 
Trojan's  court,  they 
too  vanquished  their 
desperate  hosts  31- 
44.  Losing  for  the 
second  time  to 

Hoagland  23-36  and  continuing  their  losing  streak  by  dropping  their  next  game  to  Woodburn 
Warriors  28-31,  the  ill-fated  Trojans  staged  a  determined  attack  to  conquer  Harlan  31-2  and 
finish  their  schedule  with  a  decisive  victory. 

Snider's  Trojans  opened  their  bid  for  Sectional  honors  by  turning  back  Monmouth  3  2  ,  but 
lost  their  second  round  contest  to  Hoagland  in  an  exciting  overtime  battle  28-30  bringing  the 
1938-39  basketball  season  to  a  close. 

Despite  their  mediocre  statistical  records,  which  cannot  really  measure  the  success  or  failure 
of  a  team,  this  year  s  Fighting  Trojans  can  look  back  on  their  1939  basketball  conquest  with 
pride.  Starting  practice  with  three  seniors  and  a  new  coach,  the  squad  developed  slowly  into 
a  courageous,  fighting  machine,  which  demanded  careful  consideration  from  all  opposing  teams. 
To  be  lost,  but  not  forgotten,  are  the  three  seniors.  Bob  Belschner,  Harold  Richardson,  and  Ernest

•  Under  the  influence  of  their  new  coach,  Donald  Fryback,  the  Trojan  Ten 
downed  a  determined  Greyhound  squad  6-2  in  an  extra-inning  contest  at 
Areola  to  inaugurate  the  1938  season.  On  September  12,  the  fighting  Trojans 
continued  their  winning  streak  at  Harlan’s  expense  by  handing  the  Hawks 
a  4-3  setback.  It  was  Smith's  fine  hurling  that  pulled  the  red  and  gray  through 
these  preliminary  games  as  his  teammates  outdid  Brooklyn  in  committing 
errors.  On  September  14,  to  open  their  bid  for  the  Allen  County  Softball 
League  Championship,  the  Trojans  soundly  spanked  Areola  8-0  in  a  field 
meet  at  League  Park,  driving  out  14  hits.  In  their  next  encounter,  the  red 
and  gray  faltered  and  the  Woodburn  Warriors  walked  off  with  the  game  5-2. 
After  winning  easily  from  Huntertown  13-3,  the  fighting  Trojans  nosed  out 
the  Leo  Lions  1-0  in  a  thrilling  contest  and  their  third  League  victory.  Ossian 
proved  too  tough  and  Elmhurst  fell  4-2  on  their  home  diamond.  The  Trojans 
went  into  the  League  playoff  by  battering  Hoagland  12-1,  but  lost  to  New 
Haven  in  an  extra-inning  affair  4-2.  On  October  12,  the  red  and  gray  dropped 
their  second  game  of  the  playoff  to  Woodburn  3-1  and  ended  the  season  with 
6  wins  and  4  losses.

•  The  Girls'  Athletic  Association  aims  to  promote  interest  in  girls'  physical 
education  among  all  the  girls  of  the  school.  Under  their  new  supervisor. 
Miss  Adamson,  the  G.  A.  A.  has  become  very  active  in  school  sport  life  and 
in  the  Indiana  League  of  High  School  Girls  Athletic  Associations. 

A  girl  can  obtain  her  G.  A.  A.  letter  by  tallying  250  points.  There  are 
three  awards  our  athletes  work  for:  the  first  is  the  class  numeral  with  150 
points;  the  school  letter  is  next  with  250  points;  the  greatest  honor  to  receive 
is  the  state  plaque  which  requires  350  points.  To  be  eligible  for  this  state 
award,  a  girl  must  be  a  senior  and  must  pass  a  minimum  of  fourteen  tests 
covering  five  or  more  activities;  the  school  must  have  been  a  member  of  the 
state  league  for  two  years,  and  records  of  candidates'  points  must  be  in  the 
manager's  hand  by  April  1.  Four  seniors  earned  plaques  at  the  state  play 
day  at  Hammond,  Indiana,  on  May  13. 

The  activities  for  which  points  are  granted  are  divided  into  three  groups: 
organized  activities,  unorganized  activities,  and  achievement  tests.  A  maxi¬ 
mum  of  20  points  can  be  acquired  for  one  year  in  any  one  activity.  Points 
are  obtained  by  participating  in  a  sport  once  every  week  for  six  weeks  and 
are  granted  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  number  of  minutes  or  hours,  excluding 
dressing  time,  spent  in  any  organized  activity  during  that  time.  Ten  points 
may  be  received  for  successfully  passing  any  one  of  the  achievement  tests. 
The  sports  which  the  girls  engaged  in  to  earn  points  are:  badminton,  base¬ 
ball  (indoor  and  outdoor),  basketball,  hiking,  tennis,  tumbling,  volley  ball 
speed  ball,  and  rifle  shooting. 

On  December  2,  the  feminine  athletes  sponsored  the  "Jitterbug  Jamboree; 
on  February  21,  they  gave  a  tea  dance,  an  innovation  in  our  school. 

In  addition  to  social  activities,  the  G.  A.  A.  Booster  group  held  an 
intramural  basketball  tournament  open  to  all  girls  of  the  school,  and  basket¬ 
ball  and  tennis  tourneys  for  members  only.  All  senior  girls,  in  appreciation 
of  their  work,  were  presented  with  the  poem,  If  For  Girls.  G.  A.  A.  pins 
were  purchased  by  many  members.
